The longtime mayor 
of Agawam announced this week 
that he wont be a candidate for 
re-election in 2017. 


“It is time for someone new, 
Cohen said in a writ- 
ten statement. “I am 
investing in a business 
in Agawam and I look 
forward to continuing 
to serve our residents 
in the private sector. 

Cohen said sever- 
al of his supporters 
had urged him to run 
again. He did not of- 
fer additional details 
about his next ven- 
ture. He said he will continue to

Facing a budget deficit and de- 
clining ridership, the PVTA was 
expected this week to discontin- 
ue the route serving the Agawam 
Industrial Park and Heritage Hall. 

Richard Theroux, a city coun- 
cilor and Agawam’s representa- 
tive on the Pioneer Valley Transit 
Authority Advisory Board, said 
this week that the R14E bus was 
likely to be cut at the Advisory 
Board meeting on July 19, which 
took place after the Agawam Ad- 
vertiser News deadline. He said 
he and Mayor Richard Cohen, 
however, had worked with the 
PVTA to provide replacement 
service — diverting the R14 lo- 
cal bus, which runs down North 
Street and Springfield Street from 
Feeding Hills to Springfield, to 
serve the industrial park and Her- 
itage Hall twice a day. 

Although the two visits repre- 
sent a halving of PVTA service to 
the industrial park, Cohen said 
the one morning run at 6:45 and 
single afternoon run at 3:45 are 
better aligned with the prevailing 
7-to-3:30 workday at many indus- 
trial park manufacturers. 

‘Tve talked to OMG and the 
book bindery and everyone else, 
Cohen said. “That's when they 
really need it. Theyre good with 
those times.’

Voter turnout depends 
on mayor's race 


Does anyone know the average num- 
ber of voters that turn out for the elec- 
tion? — Michael, on Facebook.com 


Over the past five town elections — the 
votes in odd-numbered years where the 
mayor, City Council and School Committee 
are on the ballot — that number is 8,362.6, 
according to data supplied by the town 
clerk's office. 

The past two elections are the outliers, 
however. In raw numbers, the 2015 turnout 
of 4,645 was the worst of the past decade, 
but the 2013 turnout of 11,808 was the best. 
Perhaps not coincidentally, 2013 was the 
only year in which a state legislative race 
shared the ballot — the special election 
between Donald Humason and David Bart- 
ley for state senator. And 2015 was the only 
one of the remaining four elections without 
a contested ballot for mayor. 

The first three elections of that set look 
more like how Agawams 2017 ballot is 
shaping up, with contested mayoral rac- 
es along with the City Council and School 
Committee races. The average turnout in 
2007, 2009 and 2011 was 8,453. Turnout 
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Voters and poll workers in the gym at Clark School during the 2015 town election — but how many 


were there? 


was reported at 48 percent for the 2007 
election (Susan Dawson over Richard Co- 
hen on the mayoral line); 56 percent in 2009 
(Cohen over Derek Benton); and 45 percent 
in 2011 (Cohen over Rosemary Sandlin). In 
the most recent election, with only a write- 
in challenger to the incumbent mayor, 
turnout was 21.7 percent.

PT-109 family history comes to Feeding Hills

eventy years after the death of his 
father, Jack Kirksey took the trip 


of a lifetime. 

He was not yet two years old 
when his father was killed. On Aug. 
2, 1943, the Japanese destroyer Ama- 
giri rammed and sank PT-109. Eleven 
of the 13-man crew survived; Andrew 
Jackson Kirksey did not. He was one 
of two sailors that were killed on the 
small wooden boat, which was skip- 
pered by a young Lt. John F. Kennedy. 
For years, Jack wanted to know more 
about his dad and the PT boat that he 
served on. 

I became interested in the PT 
boats in 1967, after watching the mov- 
ie “PT-109- It was the turning point in 
my life and led to me putting togeth- 
er The Mosquito Fleet Exhibit, and 
authoring two books on the subject. 
I was very lucky to have met some of 
the crew of PT-109 over the years and 
stayed in touch with them until their 
passing. 

Always wanting to learn more 
about Andrew Jackson Kirksey, I 
found out that his son lived in Jones- 
boro, Ga. I made the call to Jack and 
we instantly struck up a friendship 
that has lasted to this day. 

Jack had never seen an Elco PT 
boat and was interested in seeing 
one. Because none of them were on 
the water, I suggested he take a ride 
to Fall River, Mass., and tour the boats 
at Battleship Cove. At this museum 
they have a restored Elco boat, which 
was the type his dad served on under 
JFK. I contacted my good friend Don 
Shannon, the PT boat coordinator at 
the Cove, to make the arrangements. 

Once Jack confirmed when he

would be there, Shannon rolled out 
the red carpet and the two spent sev- 
eral hours touring the boats, inside 
and out. 

“Tt was a thrill of a lifetime to walk 
the decks of this PT boat, and get a 
sense of what my dad went through 
before he died, Kirksey later said. “I 
cant thank Frank and Don enough for 
setting this up for me” 

He said he knew what to expect 
from photographs, but seeing the 
boat up close was really something. 

I also made arrangements for Jack 
to make his way to Feeding Hills and

During a public hear- 
ing held at the Agawam 
Public Library on June 
26, the PVTAs director of 
planning and operations, 
Joshua Rickman, said he 
expected that the transit 
agency would divert se- 
lected R14 trips to serve 
the industrial park, if the 
R14E were to be cut. He 
said at the time that the 
agency did not plan to re- 
route the R14 to serve the 
Heritage Hall campus. 

In an email dated 
July 14, however, Rick- 
man said after hearing 
the publics reaction to 
the proposed R14E cut, 
the PVTA has agreed to 
include service to Heri- 
tage Hall, too, in the R14 
detour. 

The change would 
actually be a return to 
the sort of service the 
PVTA provided in Aga- 
wam before 2014, when 
the express bus debuted. 
Before there was an R14E 
route, Heritage Hall and 
the industrial park were 
served a couple times 
each day by side trips of 
the R14 route. 

Elimination of the 
R14E is one of 22 potential 
service changes the PVTA 
is considering. The tran- 
sit agency faces a deficit 
of between $565,081 and 
$1,215,081, depending on 
final numbers in the state 
budget. ‘Theroux had 
said last month that he 
would support a modest 
fare increase to avert ser- 
vice cuts, but this week 
said there is no appetite 
in communities such as 
Holyoke and Springfield 
for higher fares. 

The R14E was targeted 
because of low ridership. 
According to the PVTA, 
the express bus serves an 
average of 3.3 to 6.7 riders 
per trip, depending on the 
month. In contrast, the 
R14 serves 9-10 riders per 
trip, and the R10 — the 
bus from Springfield to 
Westfield via downtown 
West Springfield — serves 
14 to 20 riders per trip. 

Other service changes 
being contemplated by 
the PVTA are the elimina- 
tion of the 39, M40, P20E, 
P21E, R27 and X98 buses 
and the Tiger Trolley; the 
elimination of weekend 
service on the 39, B23, 
M40, P20E, P21E and R29 
buses; and other changes 
to the 34CS, 35CS, 46, B4, 
B48, G5 and X90 routes. 

In addition to state 
aid and farebox revenue, 
the PVTA is funded by as- 
sessments to its member 
communities. Agawam’s 
town government is pay- 
ing $155,995 to the PVTA 
this year, Cohen said. 

Theroux noted that 
the cuts do not affect 
paratransit, the van rides 
for disabled and elderly 
residents.

AGAWAM - For more than 55 
years, baseball was the center of a 
very busy life for Gerry Smith. 

With a teaching job at Aga- 
wam High School, plus being 
an instructor at his own driving 
school, Smith's priority was with 
the game he loved and the kids he 
taught to play at. 

And last month, Smith's con- 
tributions to Agawam baseball 
were honored when the new var- 
sity baseball field was named and 
dedicated to him and his service 
to the community. 

Smith coached at various lev-

“I just love baseball, said 
Smith.

I worked with some great kids 
and had some very talented play- 
ers over the years. 

Smith's stamp is all over base- 
ball in Agawam. He spent many 
of his summers coaching the Aga- 
wam American Legion Post 185 
baseball team, which is still in ex- 
istence today as a summer option 
for freshmen through post-grad- 
uates. Smith said he still attends 
games, especially Junior Legion 


games to watch his grandchild 
play. 

Smith was also the coach and 
manager of the Agawam Auto 
School Tri-County Baseball team. 
The Tri-County League is the pre- 
miere brand of baseball for adult 
players in Western Massachu- 
setts. 

“Agawam Auto School's team 
was the first team to win three 
championships in a row, he said. 
“We beat PeoplesBank each of 
those three years.’ 

He recalled his time fondly in 
the Tri-County League, opposite 
a friendly rival, Jim Long, who 
passed away last week and was 
also a long-time fixture in the

Smith owned and operated the 
Agawam Auto School for many 
years. He has passed the busi- 
ness on to his son, but he and his 
wife are still involved as driving 
instructors, and Smith himself is 
still the lead classroom instructor.

Post 185 makes a deep run in 
playoffs, falls short of finals

AGAWAM - The American Le- 
gion baseball season has come to 
an end for Post 185’s Senior Legion. 

Despite a back-and-forth strug- 
gle during the regular season, Aga- 
wams Senior Legion team made 
it all the way to the fourth day of 
competition, and Agawam would 
play in five playoff games, going 
3-2 before suffering its second loss 
on Sunday afternoon in the dou- 
ble-elimination tournament.

carts and mowers, there has not been a 
lot of work done to the building over the 
years, said Roberto. 

Roberto brought his request in front of 
the council during the budget hearing pro- 
cess in mid-June, but several councilors re- 
jected the idea of using of town funds to fix 
the roof. Council President James Cichetti 
said Roberto was advised to use retained 
earnings — golf course profits from last 
year's successful season — and then come 
to the council if that account runs out. 

Retained earnings will not likely cover 
the roof repair, which could cost more than 
$70,000, Roberto said. He is also anticipat- 
ing the retained earnings will be needed to 
cover a shortfall in the fiscal 2017 budget. 

“We had a lot of rain days this spring, 
said Roberto. “So we did come up short this 
fiscal year. 

Roberto and the town auditor are still 
working on the final numbers from fiscal 
2017, as the new fiscal year just started, but 
he plans to discuss the roof issue with May- 
or Richard Cohen and the auditor to see 
what the next step would be. That next step 
could be a resolution request to the City 
Council for town funds to repair the roof. 

Roberto said he is reluctant to use all 
the retained earnings on the roof repair. 

“I am thinking about if we have some 
kind of an emergency like some kind of 
weather event, said Roberto. 

Cichetti said the council has to approve 
any transfer that would move the retained 
earnings to another line item, like a repair 
account. Either way, the council will need 
to approve the funding for the roof repair. 

Roberto believes his roof situation is be- 
coming critical, as a couple of ceiling tiles 
have collapsed due to water damage from 
a severe thunderstorm. There are also a few

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Cohen pointed to a two-page list of 
accomplishments during his nearly 16- 
year tenure, which include new facilities
